THE CHINESE FLED

Third Battle Botween Japan and
China Fought July 29.

There Were 5,000 Japanese and
6,000 Chinese Engaged.

CHINESE DRIVEN OFF.

Another Battle in Which Japs
Were Probably Beaten.

Newspapars Prosecuted for Giv-
ing Aceount of Naval Battle.

Vicromria, B. C,; Aug. 18 —According
to thie last Oriental news by the stesmer
Empress of Japan, the third bastle in the
war between Japsan und Chioz was fought
on July 20 ut Seikdn. The battie com-
mented at 8 o'clock In the mornlng and
lusted with feariul slaughter for five
Lbours, The Japunese eventually drove off
the Chinesa und captured the town of
Selkan. There were 5,000 Jupunese and
G000 Chinese enguged

The Chinese flod and took shelteron a
number of shipa at Oshn 15 miles distunt
A pumber of cannons were caplured by
the Japanese. The Japunese followed
them and another wus fought at Asan,
seven milea from Selken.  Of this battle
no word cun Le received.

It ia thonght that the Japanese were
defsated as they have closed the post-
office, inspected the telegraph office and
forbidden the papers to publish news,
